It is time that v io lato rs o f the litterbug law were 
apprehended and fined the max imum $1 0 0 . No w is the 
time to g et bitter o v er litter. 
King sto n will be a clean and attractiv e co mmunity 
o nly if priv ate pro perty o wners ev idence a who lehearted 
suppo rt in cleaning up their pro perties. A clean, o rderly 
city is filled with prideful. hard-wo rking residents. 
Pro perty o wners and tenants can help emplo y es o f 
the Bo ard o f Public Wo rks, who handle the trash, by 
putting o ut pro perly packag ed waste matter. Rubbish 
canno t be handled carelessly either by ho useho lders o r 
city emplo y es who se duty it is to co llect and dispo se o f 
the material.

Eav esdro pping Ruling 


Last week, the Supreme Co urt o rdered the Go v ernment 
to sho w defendants transcripts o f co nv ersatio ns o v er­ 
heard by illeg al listening dev ices. It o v erruled the Jus­ 
tice Department’s plea that defendants’ rig hts wo uld be 
adequately pro tected if Federal judg es were to ex amine 
eav esdro pping transcripts priv ately , and deliv er to de­ 
fendants o nly tho se parts that co uld arg uably affect their 
trials. 
The Supreme Co urt by a 5 to 3 decisio n to o k the 
po sitio n that defendants must be permitted to see fo r 
themselv es whether their rig hts were v io lated. 
Ho w­ 
ev er, Atto rney General Jo hn N. Mitchell ex pressed ho pe 
that the hig h co urt wo uld rev erse itself. To disclo se the 
transcripts, he said, co uld co mpro mise natio nal security 
and endang er the liv es o f Federal ag ents. 
Mr. Mitchell was testify ing befo re the Senate Sub- 
co mmitee o n Criminal Laws and Pro cedures o n m ea­ 
sures to co mbat o rg anized crime. He said less than a 
do zen ev esdro pping dev ices had been installed by Fed­ 
eral ag ents with co urt appro v al under a law enacted 
last June. All were being used in majo r cases and o r­ 
g anized crime cases. 
The subco mmittee, an arm o f the Senate Judiciary 
Co mmittee, is co nsidering a batch o f antiracketeering 
measures pro po sed by the subco mmittee chairman, Sen­ 
ato r Jo hn L. McClellan o f Arkansas. Mr. Mitchell is co n­ 
centrating o n the streng ths and weaknesses o f the Fed­ 
eral anti-crime effo rt and ex pects to send his reco m- 
dendatio ns to President Nix o n in the nex t 30 day s. 
Meantime, the emphasis is o n dry ing up so urces o f 
the crime sy ndicate’s inco me to co mplement co nv ic­ 
tio ns o f mo bsters. Otherwise, co nv ictio ns simply mean 
co mpulso ry retirements o f hig her-ups and pro mo tio n fo r 
tho se who step up to take the place o f tho se co nv icted. 
If the rev enue is dry ed up. the g ame wo uldn’t be wo rth 
the effo rt.

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Trace in Fraction of Second 
Caution the Annoying Caller 


By HUGH REYNOLDS

If you’re thinking of making 
an annoyance call, forget it! 
Your chances of getting caught 
get better every day. 
Gone are the days when the 
suspected caller had to be held 
on the line for several minutes 
until the call could be traced. 


Highly Accurate 


According to William J. Pear­ 
son, New York Telephone Com- S 
pany District Manager, tracing 
is done in a fraction of a second 
and is highly accurate. 
Pearson explained it this way. 
When a person gets annoyance 
calls he should notify his tele­ 
phone office. His phone is then 
monitored and every call com­ 
ing into that telephone number 
is recorded. The punch card at 
the home office shows the day, 
hour and minute of the day and 
the telephone number where the 
call originated. The person re­ 
ceiving the calls is asked to keep 
a record of all calls so that an­ 
noyance calls can be separated 
from regular calls. 
Once it has been established 
that annoyance calls are origina­ 
ting from a certain number 
Pearson calls that number and 
notifies the subscriber that an­ 
noyance calls are being placed 


from that number and that the 
subscriber is responsible. 
And Penalties 
Pearson also makes the per­ 
son aware of the penalties if con­ 
victed 
of 
making 
annoyance 
calls, up to a $1 ,000 fine or a 
year in jail or both. 
Annoyance calls can be gener­ 
ally broken down into three 
broad categories, obscene phone 
calls, threats over the phone 
and bomb scare type calls. 
It vvas the latter that lead The 
Freeman to the New York Tele­ 
phone Company for this special 
report. 
There was a bomb scare at 
Kingston High School about three 
w'eeks ago in which the accused 
telephone callers were appre­ 
hended in less than five minutes. 
The Freeman asked Pearson 
how the calls could be traced so 
quickly and accurately. He in­ 
vited a Freeman reporter to 
write a report on the phone 
•ompany’s tracing facilities. 
According to Pearson. Kings­ 
ton High School’s incoming calls 
were on the company’s trace 
list at the time the bomb scare 
calls were made. It was quickly 
ascertained that the calls were 
made from two public telephone 
booths, one in front of the phone 
company offices on Broadway 


and the other in the high school 
itself. 
Police 
w e r e 
quickly 
alerted and arrested two juve­ 
niles. 
The 
annoyance 
caller 
who 
uses 
a 
number 
of 
different 
phones to make his calls is, of 
course, harder to track down 
but usually a pattern is eventu­ 
ally established. 
Pearson told of a case in Am­ 
sterdam, N. Y. where a man 
took nightly walks, stopping off 
at several taverns, a few public 
telephones and a laundermat to 
make his calls. ‘‘He was right 
on schedule one night and we 
were waiting for him,” Pearson 
said. 


Full-Time Security Force 


Pearson said' that the tele­ 
phone company employs a full 
time security force that works 
out of Albany for the express 
purpose of tracking down annoy­ 
ance calls. 
Pearson said that convictions 
are rising steadily partially be­ 
cause people now have confi­ 
dence that the phone company 
can really do something about 
annoyance calls. 
Pearson's advice is this: If 
you get an annoyance call, hang 
up. Don’t attempt to talk to the 
person. Contact your telephone, 
company and we’ll take it from 
there.

Late winter thaws and early 
spring rains can combine to 
bring many homeowners trou -| 
ble in the form of damp base­ 
ment. Keeping y ou r basement 
dry is more than a matter of 
comfort. Valu able liv ing , stor­ 
ag e and working space can be 
g ained with a dry basement.

Ev en minor cracks 
in the walls that mig ht not 
allow an ordinary amou nt of 
water in will not be able to 
resist the increased water pres­ 
su re.

that is flat or slopes toward 
the bu ilding shou ld be bu ilt u p 
and g raded so that a smooth, 
sharp slope will drain su rface 
water away from the hou se. 
Ideal is

Mrs. Glen n on su g g ests that we in ferred 
that the KWBA is n ot bowlin g u n der tou rn a­ 
men t con dition s. We merely su g g ested that 
we disag reed with the policy ev en thou g h it 
is permitted by the Women ’s In tern ation al 
Bowlin g Con g ress (WIBC) the in tern ation al 
paren t body an d approv ed by the KWBA 
membership in October. 
“ If y o u hav e had co mments and co mplaints 
fro m KWBA members, why do n’t they tell y o u 
that if they do n’t like what the members 
pass in o pen meetings, to get o ut and do their 
co mplaining in o ur meetings where it will do 
so me go o d,” say s Mrs. Glenno n. A splendid 
idea, we think. 
Mrs. Glen n on poin ts ou t that tou rn amen t 
ru les are m ade by the membership, n ot the 
tou rn amen t committee. 
“ Each October, the tou rn amen t ru les are 
rev iewed in an open meetin g . An y KWBA 
mem ber is en titled to atten d the meetin g 
an d make a motion reg ardin g an y tou rn amen t 
ru le.” writes Mrs. Glen n on . "If 
a motion is 
made the majority v ote prev ails. 
“ For the past few y ears.” she ex plain s, 
“ KWBA members atten din g the October open 
meetin g hav e v oted to schedu le three sets of 
dou bles an d sin g les per pair of lan es. 
“ Each y ear we receiv e a to urnament man­ 
ual fro m the WIBC. To quo te the manual: 
‘Two o r three sets may be scheduled per 
pair o f lanes.” Many o ther cities do this. 
We are ro lling under to urnament co nditio ns 
as o utlined and required by the WIBC.” 


MRS. GLENNON say s that with respect 
to two pairs of sin g les an d dou bles sav in g 
office time, “ common sen se tells y ou tha^ it 
takes ju st so lon g to process a dou bles an d 
sin g les set, reg ardless of how man y are sched­ 
u led on a pair of lan es. 
"As for the time it takes to bowl — it takes 
on e hou r for on e set to bowl, so timewise it 
makes n o differen ce in the schedu le. Sched­ 
u lin g two sets takes two hou rs per set. sched­ 
u lin g three sets takes three hou rs. 
“ In a g iv en time y ou can schedu le the 
sam e n u mber of sets, 
reg ardless of how' 
man y sets y ou schedu le per pair of lan es. To 
g o back to the first part of my letter, the 
tou rn amen t ru les are made by the KWBA 
members. The officers an d directors are well 
aware of WIBC ru les an d policies an d adhere 
to them.”

o f the “ legality ” o f the KWBA pro cedure 
because we are sure it is all v ery pro per. 
We do rev ert to o ur o riginal premise that 
ro lling singles and do ubles with six perso ns
